tain, that France had not been drain’d of their Forces, 
nor.expos’d as well as their Neighbours to the Calami-., 
tiesof fo many Wars, had they been content to hold _ 
the Balance, as they formerly feem’d to defign ; Where- 
as by endeavouring to weigh it down wholly on their 
own Side, they have drawn the Forces of the Allies’ 
upon them ; and even the very Reafons they made Ufe 
of to cover their vaft Defigns (namely, the reftoring of 
that Balance,) are turn’d againftthem. will ap- 
pear clearly co any Man who will refle&t upon what Car-. 
dinal Richelieu inftrudted the Minifters of France to 
infinuate to the Potentates of Europe, \to excite them 
againft Spain and the Houfe of Anftria, viz. 

That the Affairs of Chriftendom were reduc’d to fuck a Con- 
dition, that all the Interefts of other Potentates were- divided 
between the 2 Crowns of France and Spain: That the general 
Safety confifted in the equal Counterpoife f the Power of thofe 2 
Crowns: That therefore France held themfelves oblig’d to binder 
Spain from growing fo powerful, that they might gain Advan- 
tage over them and their Allies: That the Security of States 
confifts in the Equality of the Arms of the Neighbouring Princes ; 
and that when any one of them grows tos pewerful, the reft have 
juft Caufe to be alarm'd, becaufe Ambition, which is fo natural 
to Princes, cannot, when accompanied with Power, fuffer any 
Bounds : That to fuffer 2 Prince (whofe Power gives Umbrage) 
to fi: down quietly after any Ufurpation, ferves only to augment 
his Forces, and encourage him to attempt new Invafions : That 


nothing is more foameful than a Peace that ferves only to enable . 


our Enemies to begin a new War ; and that they who neglett to 
attack them when they have Reafon to do it, render them more 
infolent, and more bold in their Defigns: That under a falfe 
Shadow of Peace Men are drawn at laft into @ real ignoble Sere 
witude : That upon the whole Matter, it would be eafy for them 
to overcome their Enemy, by uniting their Arms; becaufe by 
contributing equally to the Charge f the War, they would have 
more Forces than he at much lefs Expesce; and that they would 
acquire immortal Glory by fetting Bounds to the Ambition of a 
Potentate,whofe Arms hat made all the World afraid of him.

whether Diftruft, or private Intereft, or both together 
aml to the Intrigues of a -Forreign Potentate, have 
en the Occafion, there is yet no Pacification. Nego- 
tiations have been talk’d of all rhe Year, and Hoftilities 
have been continued all the while. Two A&ions have 
paid, which tho’ to the Advantage of che Imperia- 
ifts, have decided nothing. And we have juftsnow the’ 
News of athird, but whatthat or the Conferences at 
Tirnaw will produce, we muft leave to Time. 

Poland feels more than ever the fatal Confequences 
of its Divifions, and yet we cannot fee when they will 
end. The King of Sweden, perfifting in bis Refolution 
to crown King Staniflaus, kept along time in his Camp 
at Rawicz, that he might keep King Auguftus in Sax 
ony, while he carried 6n his Defign. Several Obfta- 
cles were to be furmounted: The Diffentions among 
the Nobility ; the Oppofition of the Court of Rome ; 
the little Confidence that could be plac’d in the Cardi« 
nal Primate ; the Fear that other Prelates would be dee 
terr’d by the Example of the Bifhop of Pofnania ; the 
Diverfion made by the Mufcovites into Livonia 
and Courland, -without reckoning the Approach of the 
Coffacks, -Bnt nothing could divert the King of Swee 
den from his Proje&, nor hinder him from repairing to 
Warfaw, when all was ready for its Execution: The 
Archbifhop of Lemberg contemn’d the Cenfures of the 
Court of Rome: He crown’d the new King; and fo 
the Bufinefs was done without the Cardinal Primate, 
who. was foon after call’d to a Tribunal -more to be 
dreaded than that of Rome. Upon Intelligence of this, 
King Auguftus quitted his Troops in Saxony to goto 
the Czar of Mufcovy in Poland, with Defign to main- 
tain his Right by Arms. Whether he will be able to 
do that or not, is now the Queftion ;_ in the mean time, 
till ‘tis decided, that unhappy Kingdom is forc’d to 
fubfift 3 or 4 Armies ; uncertain which ‘hall be its Ma« 
fter, and on what Conditions.
